MJ&UT India was not the only country outside' Hie United Kingdom 
Into which Tbe Arniy entered in a strangely romantic manner. 
Indeed, In connection with Its growth abroad, as at home, tho 
unexpected as3d the extraordinary has become a matter of 
everyday experience. 
Take, for example, the Btory of the Invasion of America. While The 
'Army wag sill] In the early stages during which It wag known as the 
Christian Mission, a young man in Cleveland, Ohio, had read, or beard 
somewhere, of the work It was doing; and, looking at tho ways of t!i« 
masses among whom be lived, his eyes turned wistfully towards the 
energetic workers on the otbor side of the Atlantic. And tak'ng his cour- 
age in both "bands, he wrote to the man at tho head or the Christian Mis- 
sion fn London, suggesting that Cleveland, Ohio, would he all the better 
If some of the enthusiasm and activity of the Christian Mission could be 
turned In that direction. The founder of tbe Mission smiled and shook 
his head as he read the letter of tho young man from the States; for 
there was more work to be grappled with In Old London and Old Bog' 
land that bo and bis fellow- workers were ever likely' to achieve. Nor 
had tbe Idea of International extension as yet occurred te him. There- 
Core, nothing came of tbe well-meant hut Impracticable suggestion,

Some years went by, and then a young Txjndoner, who had become 
a Christian Mission convert, emigrated to Canada, and thence drifted 
gradually towards Cleveland, Ohio, where he meant to settle, The weeks 
were filled up with work, and on the Sundays, he went about the city to 
And a place of worsblp that would correspond to bis spiritual needs. For 
two Sundays' his search was fruitless, and on tho third he came to an 
unimportant-looking building across the r=raut of which ran the Inscription,

Vint flr'Mtitffa gladdened heart, to find a few coloured people who, after 
eyeing him solemnly for some time, asked whether he could preach, and 
whether, If their "young man" did not come the next Sunday, be wonld 
minister to them. The "young man," however, did come, the two young 
men met, and lo and bcljold! the minister was the writer of the letter 
urging Mr, Booth to come over and bolp Clcvoland, Ohio. 

When holp did ndt come from tho Old Country, he baj done bis little 
best alone, unaided, among tho poorest of the Cleveland poor, and now 
the two who had met In so strange a manner resolved, In the Joy of 
their hearts, to "come out for God and souls." Their heroic work Is 
still re'iharhbered In (heir district; they fought bravely till they fell, and 
1t was the letters which Mr, Booth received from the young emigrant ten- 
iae of tlielr united labours, which, first made tho leader of the Christian 
Mission, which had become Tbe Salvation Arm)-, turn his thoughts to 
work abroad.

Seven years litter a family who had come under (lie Influence of 
General Booth's Mission, emigrated to Philadelphia. Together with a few 
Is In (I red spirits they met In an old ehalr factory tor united worship, and 
veta assailed by A mob ot the worst characters which tbe city could 
produce, wtiofte shrieks and yells and curses were such as to attract an 
enterpris'ng Journalist, to whom the scene appeared in tho light of an 
admirable subject for "copy." The mob howled j tho emigrants sang and 
prny*i| and presetted, and In a few weeks' time some of th<> assailants 
liad been won over and the journalist had drawn the nttenilpn or Phila- 
delphia to the movement. Far and wide the story of tbe valorous little

■of little children cut to pieces. They 
asked for help and vengeance— but 
that helpless man can give no aid.' "

of tbe innocent, to provide a bow, 
Better homo for the little orphaned, 
starving children, whoso praents have 
perished.

States, and civil war brok® 
out oaly a month after he had as* 
sumed office. The events of this war 
during the nest four years in Lin- 
coln's career belong to the history of 
Hie United States. In 1SG5 he met 
bis death by assassination. Lincoln's 
name is inseparably connected with 
the emancipation or the negroes, and. 
he has been termed the Moses of tia 
coloured race.
